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BEWARE OF FRUIT THIEVES

A 
full box was stolen from a ranch 
north of Grand View Avenue be¬ 
tween last Saturday evening and the 
following Monday morning. Such 
stealing has not been infrequent in 
other seasons. The thieves are some 
times local people and sometimes 
they come in automobiles with suit 
cases with which to carry off 
their spoils. The quality of 
their thievery does not differ and 
a few vigorous prosecutions are 
needed by way of notice that such 
business will not be tolerated.

This 
is not sanitary. Besides the fact of 
different soaps being needed by differ¬ 
ent skins, various members of the 
family may have undeveloped skin 
troubles that are contagious. 

If possible each child should have 
her own cake of soap as much as Iter 
toothbrush, comb and towel, if wash¬ 
ing arrangements are too cramped to 
permit this the child should be taught 
to hold each cake by the tip under 
scalding water for a minute before us¬ 
ing it may mean the loss of an ex¬ 
tra layer of soap, hut it may save 
t rouble. 

A soap manufacturer says that fine 
toilet soaps need drying and ripening 
as much as coarser soaps, it is there¬ 
fore economical to buy a number of 
cakes at once and let them dry by 
placing on a shelf. This should lie in 
some room or closet where there is not 
much dust or soot. 

Fine soap will last longer if it is 
drained off a minute before being put 
back in tin* soap dish, which should 
first be carefully wiped out until no 
moisture is left. A perforated dish or 
top should he selected. 

Children should be taught not to let 
soap lie in water. Besides being waste¬ 
ful. it is bad for the skit) to use too 
much even of a good soap, and if not 
carefully rinsed it makes the skin 
shiny and clogged.

Favorite Beverage of the People of 
Paraguay. 

Yerba mate or Paraguay tea is the 
daily household beverage of the 
masses of Paraguay, and it is con¬ 
sumed to a great extent also in Brazil 
and Argentina. It has been introduced 
into Europe, where its use is iucreus 
ing. 

The tea is the product of a plant be¬ 
longing to the species ilex of the fam¬ 
ily of ilacaceas. related to the Ilex 
uquifelium. an evergreen shrub or 
small tree well known in western Eu 
rope. 'Hie leaves of this plant are care¬ 
fully toasted near the place where they 
are gathered, all the skill required in 
producing the tea being applied in the 
process of toasting. This is necessary 
in order to dry the leaves thoroughly 
and evenly without scorching or af¬ 
fecting their flavor by smoke. After 
toasting the leaves are sent to the 
mill, where they are ground to fine 
powder and packed solidly into bags 
for market There is no sorting, grad¬ 
ing. cleaning, nor are any means taken 
to rid the product of impurities or for 
eign matter. 

The tea is prepared for drinking in 
the same manner as ordinary tea and 
may be taken with sugar, cream, lem¬ 
on or brandy. The universal custom 
of drinking it is by sucking it through 
bombillas from mate cups. A bombilla

Peril In Sour Milk. 

The sour milk “craze." following the 
publication of Professor Metchnikoff's 
researches, is said by medical men to 
bo the greatest which has been known 
in modern medical history. At the 
same time it is declared to lie suited 
to < niy a particular class of cases, 
and it is therefore coming into con¬ 
demnation by the medical faculty. 
The condemnation seems to be based 
on the fact that few persons have 
shown any improvement under the 
use of sour milk. It is admitted that 
sour milk is nourishing, but not so 
much so as ordinary milk, because 
some of the sugar has been removed 
by its conversion into lactic acid. One 
case is cited of a woman who bad 
used sour milk for two days and then 
was found suffering from indigestion 
of starch in the intestines. The effect 
of taking sour milk was to increase 
the splitting up of the starch with the 
formation of organic acids; hence the 
irritation.

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EDISON CO.’S ANNOUNCEMENT 

Residents of Sierra Madre are 
soon to have the same electric light¬ 
ing rate that obtains in Long Beach, 
Santa Monica, Ocean Park and other 
Southern California cities and towns 
of much larger population. The an¬ 
nouncement made by the Southern 
California Edison company that the 
rate will be reduced from 12% cents 
to 10 cents per kilowatt hour effec¬ 
tive on January 1st, 1911, carries 
with it a second offer, namely, that 
the company will install free and 
iurnish free renewals of the new 
Gem metalized filament lamp which 
consumes 20 per cent less electricity 
than the carbon filament lamp now 
in use, and gives 25 per cent more 
light. 

The 10 cent electric rate is over 
one cent lower than the average rate 
in the largest American cities. This 
will be another inducement to those 
contemplating making Sierra Madre 
their home.

WHEREAS, The Board of Tru» 
tees ot the City of Sierra Madre, at 
its meeting of June 9th, 1910, by a 
vote ol two-thirds of all its members, 
duly passed and adopted a resolution 
determining that the public interest 
and necessity demand the acquisition 
and construction by the City of Sierra 
Madre of a certain revenue producing 
municipal improvement, more partic¬ 
ularly described as follows, to-wit: 

The acquisition and construction 
by the City of Sierra Madre of a 
certain revenue producing municipal 
improvement, ro-wit: water works for 
supplying said city and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof with water and for dis¬ 
tributing such water, including the 
acquisition of lands, water rights, 
rights of way and other property, the 
construction of aqueducts, conduits, 
ditches, canals, tunnels, water mains, 
pipes, reservoirs, and other works 
necessary therefor, the estimated cost 
of which said municipal improvement 
is the sum of Forty Thousand 
($40,000.00) Dollars; and 

WHEREAS, Said resolution was 
thereafter, to-wit, on the 9th day of 
June, 1910, approved by the execu¬ 
tive of said municipality, to-wit: by 
the President of the Board ot Trus¬ 
tees of said City of Sierra Madre; 
and 

WHEREAS, The estimated cost of 
said water works for supplying said 
city and its inhabitants with water,

Sec. 3. That the estimated cost 
of said proposed municipal improve- 
»cr:t above described, to-wit, said 
voter works for supplying said city 
aid the inhabitants thereof with 
water and for distributing such 
• rater, hereinbefore mentioned, is 
Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dol- 
'ars. That the amount of the princi-

and ($40,000.00) Dollars; and that 
(he maximum rate of interest to be 
paid upon such indebtedness is Five 
< 5) per centum per annum, payable 
.semi-annually, which rate of interest 
shall not be exceeded in the issuance 
of bonds for such indebtedness. 

Sec. 4. That if the proposition 
of incurring the indebtedness of said 
City for said purpose so submitted 
at such election receives the requisite 
number of votes, to-wit, two-thirds 
of the votes of the qualified voters of 
said city voting at such election. 
»o-nds of said City in the amount of 
Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dol¬ 
ors shall be issued and sold for the 
purpose of acquiring and construct- 
T,g said public improvement, to-wit, 
•vater works for supplying said city 
and the inhabitants thereof with 
water and for distributing such 
vater, including the acquisition of 
lands, water rights, rights of way and 
other property, the construction of 
aqueducts, conduits, ditches, canals, 
tunnels, water mains, pipes, reser¬ 
voirs and other works necessary 
therefor, as mentioned and described 
in said resolution of the said Board 
of Trustees hereinbefore mentioned 
and referred to. 

Said bonds shall bear interest at 
a rate not exceeding Five (5) per 
centum per annum, payable semi¬ 
annually, and the principal and inter¬ 
est thereof shall be pa able in gold 
coin of the United States. 

Sec. 5. That for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of 
said bonds the Board of Trustees of 
said City shall at the time of fixing 
the general tax levy, and in the man¬ 
ner for such general tax levy pro¬ 
vided, levy and collect annually each 
year until such bonds are paid, or 
until there shall be a sum in the 
treasury of said city set apart for 
that purpose to meet all sums be¬ 
coming due for the principal and in¬ 
terest on said bonds, a tax sufficient 
to pay the annual interest on 
such bonds, and also such part 
of the principal thereof as shall 
become due before the time for fixing 
the next general tax levy; provided, 
however, that if the maturity of the 
indebtedness created by the aforesaid 
issue of bonds be made to begin more 
than one year after the date of the 
issuance of such bonds, then the tax 
for the purpose of paying the princi¬
